NOTE: The new limitations proposed in claim 36 require further consideration to determine what if any scope change 
there is from the proposed amendment. This alone requires further prosecution. If there is a scope change, it would require further 
search as the proposed limitations were not previously considered.

It is not clear if this requires the total thickness or the thickness of each of the many disclosed spray layers. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons stated in the final rejection. It is 
not seen that the material relied on in the pending rejections is not in the foreign reference nor the parent application supplied by the 
applicant. It is therefore not seen that the cited prior art is not entitled to the earliest filing date according to MPEP 2136.02. There is not 
probative evidence that "foil" excludes adhesive layers. "Comprising" clearly encompasses such layers and it seems that the foil may be 
adhesively bonded.
